The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play lor Cuba 
Committee (FPCC), This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy . This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that their 
influence as of May ,1963, was negligible. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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The November 23, 1963, edition o "The New York Tiroes" 
reported that Sartor THOMAS J. DODO of Connect. icut had t.nilod 
FPCC "the chief public relations inst ruiiiu :>i. of the Castro network 
in the United States." It is to be noted that Senator DODD was 
a member of the Senate Internal Security' Subcommittee which twice 
conducted hearings on the FPCC 

The December 27 r 1963, edition of 'The New York world 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro CASTRO FPCC was 
seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity during 
its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO Street rallies 
and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active nropaganda 
mill highlighting illegal tra ve 1-to-Cuba campaign.-. Its compara- 
tively brief span of life was attributed to mounting anti -CASTRO 
American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings winch 
disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO'S United Nations fv- legation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received from 
disclosure of activities on its behalf by suspected presidential 
assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 

On February 6, 1964, the previously ;ne a l* d second 
source advised that V. T. LEE had recently remarks? that the 
FPCC was dead and ‘hat there were no plans to organize .another 
similar organization .

preserve the basic ideals of liberty and hospitality whirl: 
serve as the guarantees of democracy for all Americans.”

June 19 was the 15th anniversary of the 
executions of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
\ convicted as traitors to the United Stales 
j who had given the secrets of the atom 
bomb to the Soviet Union. 

Norton Sobell, a co-defendant of the 
Rosenbergs, is completing his 18th year in 
prtsin but is expected to be released 
sometime next year. The many appeals of 
Sobcli’s conviction are proving in the fed- 
eral courts that the Rosenbergs were execu- 
ted for a crime they didn't commit. During 
one of these appeal motions, in August, 
1966, affidavits of top scientists who 
worked on the bomb established that the 
“atom-bomb chart” the Rosenbergs alleg- 
edly stole and gave to the Russians was 
“worthless” and only a ‘‘caricature.’* 

A book published last year on their 
c ajgL-“ Invi tation to an Inquest,” by Walter 
and Miriam Schneir and published by 


Doubleday -explains that the Rosenbergs 
were not even charged in their indictment 
with stealing atom bomb secrets. A key 
government witness later admitted that he 
had lied under oath many times and agents 
of the FBI were involved in forging one df 
the most vital pieces of “evidence,” accora- 
ing to the Schneirs, | 

Irving Saypol was the prosecutor of the 
Rosenbergs and Sobell. Roy Cohn, who 
later became famous as Senator Joe 
McCarthy’s chief counsel, was his special 
assistant. 

The Eisenhower administration ignored 
protests from all over the world and carried 
out the executions on June 19, 1953. 
Judge Irving Kaufman said he sentenced 
the Rosenbergs to death because he con- 
sidered the “theft” had enabled the Rus- 
sians to build their own atomic bomb and 
launch the Korean War. - - .

On December 18, 1959, a third source advised that 
MARY KRVAR , a member of the Warehouse Club, Communist Party (CP), 
East Bav Region, Oakland, California, and the paid organizer for 
the BACSC, has stated that the CP is interested in controlling 
the BACSC so that the BACSC will continue to follow the line of 
the National Sobell Committee in attempting to obtain the free- 
dom of MORTON SOBELL.
